The 
militarist’s might would be broken; the 
industrial stranglehold of the ruling fami- 
lies would be loosened; slave labor would 
be freed; and every possible step would be 
taken to destroy the political structure 
which has as its first purpose the subjuga- 
tion of the individual and the world dom- 
ination of the Japanese state 

In short, immediate unconditional sur- 
render would mean the complete disap- 
pearance of everything for which the Jap- 
anese ruling classes live. 

On the other hand, continuation even 
of a war that appears to be hopeless offers 
a remote chance. It is possible that the 
war lords might even abandon the Japan- 
ese islands and carry on their traditions 
of conquest among the superstitious Tar- 
tars of Mongolia. 

The Japanese mind, of course is unpre- 
dictable. But the circumstances would ap- 
pear to indicate very little chance of the 
present peace overtures finding ready ac- 
ceptance

Not even the administration 
of the Reichsbank, nor the postal 
service can be put into operation, as 
there are no train or road transport 
facilities in Germany, owing to the 
vast destruction caused by bombing 
attacks and the demolitions carried 
out by the German army. The only 
railway service at the moment runs 
from Ornabrueck westwards. This 
line is used exclusively by the Brit- 
ish Military authorities: it not only 
brings up supplies for the British 
troops, but carries soldiers on leave 
to and from Britain via Calais. Tem- 
porary bridges were built to enable 
this line to be put into use, and the 
rolling stock comprises British 
French, Belgian and even some 
German locomotives and trucks

At the moment, the administrative 
work in Germany mainly concerns 
the supply and distribution of food- 
stuffs, the maintainance of peace 
and order, the return of “displaced 
persons” and the resumption of em- 
ployment, particularly in the agri- 
cultural and food industries. The 
German people know that the 
future depends on whether they 
resume work and how hard they 
work. Up to the present there have 
been no difficulties in this connec- 
tion: it has been found that the 
farmers and soldiers from the coun- 
show the liveliest interest in 
getting back to normal work with 
the minimum delay.

The civil administration, such as 
it is, is in the hands of the Mayors 
and local authorities. Allied Military 
Government proclamations, the dis- 
tribution of ration cards and any 
other local administrative business 
deemed necessary, are effected 
through the offices of the Mayor. In 
so far as the Mayors prove to be 
anti-Nazi, they are retained in 
office; the Nazis among them are 
dismissed and replaced by other 
men experienced in such matters 
The digtribution of foodstuffs is 
effected from available German 
stocks to the retailers who, in gen- 
eral, are carrying on in the normal 
way, This does not mean, however, 
that textiles, articles of general use, 


or even luxury goods are obtain- 
able in the shops; only the bare 
essentials, such as food or articles 


necessary for agricultural purposes 
may be purchased. As there are no 
cars or lorries, the food is usually 
transported and _ distributed by 
horse-drawn vans and hand-carts 
Destruction of the railway system 
is so extensive that it is impossible 
for trains to run, A large number of 
the railway personnel are now being 
employed on reconstruction and re- 
work of lines, bridges, stations 
the roads.
